LEAP OF A: KANGAROO. | 
Never Over Four Feet High, but May 
Be Thirty Feet Broad. H 

Precisely how far a big kangaroo 
can jump is a matter of some dispute. 
A writer in Cassell'’s Natural His- 
tory says that they can leap “over ten, 
Ofteen or more feet.” Mr. 1. R. Francis 
fells us that he has “known an ‘old 
man’ to cover nineteen fect at each 
bound for full half a mile,” and ho 
believes that he does leap “an averago 
of full twenty fect.” ‘ 

Mr, Lydekker is of opinion that th 
great kangaroo leaps "not far short of 
thirty feet,” and Mr, Thomas Ward 
gives it as “at least thirty feet.” Prob- 
ably Mr. Rudyard Kipling’s “twenty- 
five fect to a bound” is near enough 
as a general rule.

THE BASEBALL MASK. 


It Was First Used In a Yale-Harvard 
Game In 1876. 

Frederick Winthrop Thayer of Co- 
hasset, Harvard '78, captain of the 
famous yarsity nines of 1876, 1877 
and 1878, was the inventor of the 
catcher’s mask. The days when Thayer 
entered Harvard baseball differed 
somewhat from the present. A pitcher 
bad to throw underbanded and end 
his throw with arm. stretched ont. 
Then that changed, and as a conse- 
quence the ball was thrown much 
more swiftly. Dr. Harold O. Ernst, a 
professor {pn the Medical school, was 
pitcher on the varsity nine, and James 
A. Tyng was catcher. They made a 
wonderful battery, 


Thayer noticed that the more free | 


dom given the pitcher the greater be- 
came the risk of (he catcher. One day 
he let a few into the secret. De was 
going to make a musk. A few days 
before the Yale game of 1876 he came 
on the field with it. Save for thé tact 
it was made more heavily, {t was much 
similar to the masks In use tuduy, 
Thayer attached it to Jim ‘'yng’s 


bead, and from that moment the musk ; 


entered baseball, At first the players, 
other than those in the varsity, nnd 
the spectators were inclined to ridicule 
it, and it caused no end of comment 
when ft was worn by Tyng at the Yale 
game that year. Harvard won, and 
two years later team after team adopt- 
ed the mask.—Bostun Herald.

LATE HENRI MENIER RULED IS 
LAND LIKE A KING, 


French Chocolate Magnate Bought — 


Territory In Gulf of St. Law- 
rence and Fell Foul of Quebec 
Government by Ejecting Fisher- 
moen—He Had a Wonderful Pe’ 
ace In the Wilderness, 


When Henri Menier, the Frencn 
chocolate king, died in Paris in Sep- 
tember, there passed away a man who, 
was more of an absolute sovereign 
over a large territory than eighteen 
or twenty of the rulers of Burope. Yet: 
he was neyer crqwned as king nor 
elected as chief executive. He sim- 
ply owned outright in the Gulf of St.! 
Lawrence the beautiful island of An-, 
ticosti, 140 miles long and 27 miles 
wide. 

The area of Anticost! 1a 3,780 
square miles. Menier bought it out- 
right in 1896 from the Island of Anti-) 
costi Co., Ltd., of London, a bankrupt 
concern, 
round million for it and had planned 
all sorts of money making things: 
that never came to pass. Menier pass-| 
ed over his $160,000 and for it se- 
cured the title to the entire island, 
carrying with it the right to do there 
whatever he pleased and how and 
when he pleased, 

Menier planned improvements on a 
stupendous scale. I'irst it was to be 
a mammoth game preserve. The 
land wilderness swarmed with red 
| deer, caribou, brown bear, and red 
fox. He would make it the hunter's 
paradise. His Parisian friends hailed 
his decision with delight. But later 
his enthusiasm waned somewhat, for 
he found that while a visit to Anti- 
costi was declared to be just tho right 
thing on the boulevards, when it 
came to taking the trip most of his 
companions balked at the eleventh 
hour, 

The industrial possibilities then 
seemed to dawn upon Menier, The 
adjacent waters were full of cod, her- 
ring, mackerel, sea trout, and salmon.

| And the lobsters were the best in the 
, world. And the woods were full of 

fur-bearing animals that would bring 
the highest prices. Menier would 
start in making more moncy to add to 
the many millions he had, 

To carry on the proposed indus- 
tries it was necessary to colonize, 
| Menier induced hundreds of families 
to emigrate to the island direct from 
France. Then he added a number of 
French familles from the Gasp~ dis- 
trict of Quebec. Finally, he let in 
some English and Scotch families, al- 
though he did this reluctantly, be 
cause the supply of French colonista 
was not sufficient to carry on the 
work planned. He could not help 
showing his French partiality, hows 
ever, 

This partiality nearly brought on a 
hot time with the Quebec Govern- 
| ment, Menier ‘ssued an order that 
no workman engaged upon the island 
| would be permitted to use intoxicat- 
ing beverages except the French, A 
roar of indignation went up from the 
| English and Scotch. ‘They called on 
| Menier in a body. 

He treated them with scorn, curtly 
informing them, king fashion, that it 
| was his will the French should drink, 
{and no others. To his associates, 
| however, he stated the reason for ex- 
empting the rench was that they of 
all nations, kuew best how to treat 
alcohol. The English and Scoteb 
workmen finally submitted, although 
there was a rumble and a grumble 
for a long time. ‘he penalty of de- 
portation if they drank was the 
strong check on them, 

On the spot where the wreckers 
had established their lair, Menier 
built him a magnificent mansion of an 
architectural style comporting with 
the wild scene, It was a wilderness 
palace. He drew the plans himself 
| down to the smallest detail. One 
| oddity of his in connection with the 
| interlor work was that all parts cf 
wood and iron should be screwed 
| down. Nota nail or rivet was used. 
Befor his death the ruler of Anti- 
| costi constructed magnificent roads 
through the forests, that, because of 
iheir adaptation to the many scenic 
beauties, have been declared high- 
way marvels. He built many houses 
and erected plants for the various 
industries he fostered that have no 
equal elsewhere, ‘The lobster packing 
industry became one of the greatest 
in the world. 

Menier achieved distinction in 
many walks of life. He was an en- 
ergetic Arctic explorer and planned 
always to bave his island a depot and 
fitiing out place for expeditions to the 
frozen north. He was a photographb- 
er of rare ability 4nd an expert and 
daring yachtsman. H's great fortune 
had been made in chocolate. Distin- 
guished as he was in many ways, and 
honored by his country, his moat 
striking accomplishment wae the rul- 
ing and development of his island 
kingdom, the wilderness of Anticost, 
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Apples and asparagus are among

STRICTLY FRESH EGGS 


Would Limit Time of Keeping Eqgs In 
Cold Storage 

Washington.—Production of eggs in 
the United States has steadily in- 
creased during the past 14 years. The 
price of eggs hag also moved steadily 
upwards. Department of agriculture 
Officials declare that cold storage is 
responsible for the high prices. Fig- 
ures issued recently by the censt3 bu- 
reau show that in 1899 American hens 
laid 1,293,662,000 dozen eggs, which 
Was ceventeen dozen for every man, 
woman and child i.. the country. 

In 1909 they produced 17.8 dozens 
per capita, while this year it is esti- 
mated that they will produce 17.8 doz- 
bes per capita. 

As to prices the statistics show that 
i:. 1899 average best fresh eggs sold 
wholesale in New York, highest price 
at 36 cents, in 1904 at 47 cents, in 
1908 at 55 cents, in November, 1912, 
at 60 cents. Last month they were 
55 cents. 

Department offici.is expressed the 
opinion that there should be a nation- 
al law limiting the time which eggs 
may be kept in eold sto.age, six 
months probably being the limit. This 
they said, would put eggs on the 
| market niore uniforrn . and prevent

Particles In the Eye. 

Small substances like cinders, 
dust or smal! chips of stone or 
meta! can often be removed from 
the eye by very simple means.

QUEER GREETINGS, 


Tribes That Spit'Upon er Weep Over 
Their Visitors. 

Among the Masai and Ukerewe it is 
a mark of respect to greet an acquaint- 
ance or a stranger by spitting at him, 
Almost as strange is the custom ascrib- 
ed to the Tibetans of sticking out the 
tongue by way of salutation. Rubbing 
noses is quite common; the Burmese 
and many tribes of Eskimos, Lapland 
ers and Malays do so. 

Stranger than any of these customs 
is the weeping salutation that bas been 
observed.among central South Amerl- 
can Indians, This form of greettng oc- 
curs, too, in the Andaman islands, New, 
Zealand and Polynesia.

Gunpowder. 

‘ihe explosion of gunpowder is divid- 
ed Into three distinct stages, called the 
ignition, inflammation and combustion. 
The ignition is the setting on fire of 
the frst grain, while the inflammation 
is the spreading of the fiame over the 
surface of the powder from the point 
of ignition. Combustion is the burn- 
Ing up of each grain. The value of 
gunpowder is due to the fact that 
when subjected to sufficient heat it be- 
comes a gas which expands with 
frightful rapidity. ‘The so called ex- 

plosion that takes place when a match 
is touched to gunpowder !s merely a 
chemical change, during which there 
fs a sudden cvolution of gases from 
the original solid, It has been cal 
culated that ordinary gunpowder on 
exploding expands about 9,000 times 
or fills a space thls much larger as @ 
gas than when fn a solid form,

Stuffed Eggplant. 

This is on excellent dish. Cut a fine 
eggplant in half lengthwise. Do not 
peel it, but scoop out the Interior te 
within about three-fourths of the edge. 
Use a large silver spoon for the pur- 
pose, and hold the vegetable under wa- 
ter as much as possible while doing 
80. (This prevents discoloration. As 
the interior is removed put It also un- 
der water, and when the whole is fin- 
ished cover with new cold water, add- 
ing to every quart of water a table- 
spoonful of salt. Let the eggplant, 
both shell and scooped out portion, 
Test in this salted water for two oz 
three hours, or until the water turns 
dark. This Is to remove its rankness. 

After soaking put the vegetable inte 
fresh cold water and let it come to the 
‘boiling stage. Boil until tender, salt- 
ing the water slightly. It will take 
about half an hour’s bottling, but it 
‘Is well to cook the scooped out pulp 
longer than the shells, so as to have it 
very soft. The shells should be ten- 
der, but not so tender that they wiil 
lose their shape. Set the shells aside 
on an earthen plate. 

It {s well not to let them come into 
contact with tin. Now mash the pieces 
of scooped out eggplant.to a pulp with 
a wooden potato masher, and to every 
cupful add two or three cupfuls of 
soft breadcrumbs. Mix the two togeth- 
er, and if they need moistening in or- 
der to make them cohere add a little 
milk. Season with a tiny minced on 
jon, a scant teaspoonful of salt and « 
scant half teaspoonful each of thyme, 
sage and white pepper. 

A scant quarter of a teaspoonful of 
Sweet marjoram may also be added. 
Mix the seasonings thoroughly with 
the stuffing and fill the prepared shell 
with it. Spread soft butter liberally 
over the top and set the shells with 
their contents in a buttered baking 
dish, Bake in a brisk oven for about 


half an hour, or until done. 


Pumpkin Custards. 

Cut enough pumpkin into pieces te 
make a pint of pulp after being cooked. 
Place in a kettle, add half a cupful of 
water, cover the kettle and allow the 
pumpkin to steam until tender; thes 
take off the lid and allow the water te 
evaporate. Drain in a colander and 
press through, rejecting every particle 
of moisture. Beat three eggs without 
separating, add to them a pint of rich 
milk, then the pumpkin and half a 
cupful of sugar, a teaspoonful of cin- 
namon and half a teaspoonful of gin-° 
ger. Mix and turn into small custar@ 
cups. Set these in a pan of bot water 


| and bake {n the oven for half an hour. 


When done turn out of the cups and 
serve with a spoonful of cranberry 
jelly on the side of each mold. 


Chicken Hash, 

Chop fine the leftover bits of cold 
ehicken and chop with them an equal 
quantity of cold boiled potatoes. Ina 
frying pan melt a tablespoonful of 
butter and one-half tablespoon of 
chopped onion and let cook till soft, 
Turn in the chicken 
mixture, season highly with salt and 
pepper and a dash of worcestershire 
sauce and add, if at hand, a tablespoon- 
ful of very finely chopped green pep: 
per. Let cook till well heated, sid 
one-fourth cupful of cream, remove 
the pan to the back of the range and 
let cook slowly till well browned on 
the bottom. Fold on a hot platter and 
seTve at once, 


Pickled Onions. 

Use the small white onions pecled 
and boiled !n equal parts of milk and 
water for ten minutes. Take out and 
drain in a colander. Put two quarts 
of vinegar in a porcelain lined kettle 
with a teaspoonful of alum, half a 
tablespoonful of whole mace, a dozen 
whole cloves and two and one-half 
tablespoonful of salt. Scald well all 
these ingredients. VPack the onions in 
glass jars and pour the spiced vinegar
